FOOD NOT BOMBS! 



Food Not Bombs is a decentralized internaţional movement 
which involves serving free vegan food to others. It is a 
more practicai form of protest aimed at militarism and 
consumerism, because in a world where people still die of 
hunger it seems absurd to invest such a great amount of 
money and labor into weaponş to kill each other. Why 
vegan? Because animals are part of the struggle and their 
liberation goes hand in hand with the liberation of humans. 
Also because this is a protest against any kind of violence, 
and the consumption of meat/diary or any other animal 
Products is just another form of violence. 



We wanted to do a Food Not Bombs for some time now, the last Food Not Bombs in Cluj 
happened 2 years ago, and ever since then, due do various reasons all attempts or plâns 
failed. This time we managed to get our asses off the computer seats and went into the 
streets. 

First plan was to ask for food at local markets, but everybody was reluctant. Some 
claimed thatthey sell everything and never have leftovers. That's probably bullshit, but we 
didn't push it. So we asked our friends (and other people) for donations. Some people 
chipped in with everything from money to potatoes, soy or other ingredients. The rest we 
bought ourselves. 

We met up on Saturday night, in the idea that we'll wake up on Sunday morning and start 
cooking. That partially worked. Somehow we spent the whole night watching Robot 
Chicken. After a good all night cartoon marathon, we started cooking at about 8 in the 
morning. 
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Everything worked a lot faster than we 
expected. We made a potatoe stew with soy 
and a big pot of tea - while watching robot 
chicken and drinking big amounts of coffee 
!!!!! 1!1 

Thanks to a friend with a car, at about 1 , we 
arrived at the location with the food and 
everything needed. We didn't know what to 
expect at first, seeing how it was a pretty 
central ,area and police is usually present. 

Eventually there were no problems involving 
the law or other bullshit. It got of to a slow start, again people were reluctant. People 
here seem to have a lot of misconceptions about something that is free. Apparently it's 
ok when it comes from big companies but when it comes from other people there has 
to be a hidden catch. Things picked up after about an hour and in about 4 and half 
hours the food was almost all gone. The reaction that we got from was mostly positive 
but as much as we tried to explain, some thought we were a christian mission or 
something. Overall, it was a good day . More than 30 people stopped to eat and most 
asked for seconds; therefore more that 50 portions were served!!! It's a good boost for 
future actions. 

Goes to show that setting up such an action is not that hard and hopefully more people 
will get involved in the next one, which will probably take part sometime in march 2011.

In the first number of the zine I asked United and Strong what 
they think the relation between hardcore and politica should be 
and why aome banda think the two ahouldn’t mix. They were pretty 
firm about it, saying the two can’t be separated. But I think the 
real issue here ia not if aome banda are openly political but the 
fact that more and ntore of the 'popular’ hardcore banda chooae not 
to take a stand against injustice. 

When I firat got into hardcore I had no way of knowing how much 
of an influence this would have on my life. I gueaa I alwaya knew 
aome thinga were wrong, but through this muaic I learned others 
feel the same way and that you can take a stand. I learned about 
veganism, animal liberation, antifascism, the DIY ethic. I learned 
that you can be yourself regardless of what other people think 
about you. Of course you can get all these thinga from other placea 
as well, but for me hardcore waa the catalyst. This ia why it's so 
painfull to see it beeing tranaformed into a worthless product. 

I realise that the convenţional definition of 'politica' doean't 
really apply here,that there ia a certain revolutioanry meaning in 
just thinking outside of the accepted cultural norma. Thia ia one of 
the thinga that first drew me to hardcore. When I waa a kid , living 
in a world that teaches you that emoţiona make you weak and that 
human reiations should be superficial, the deeply personal nature 
of the muaic really spoke to me. But there ia a huge difference in 
choosing not to be specific on certain issues to ignoring the 
problema present in the scene. It hurta to see hardcore banda aay 
they don’t care what ia the political orientation of the people 
attending the shows or even if aome of them are racists,sexists or 
homophobes. Some people fail to see that hardcore punk as a 
counter-culture.As much fun as ahowa are, this ia more than just a 
place to hang with your friends. We shouldn't see thia just as a 
place to escape from the world for a couple of houra, but aa an 
oportunity to meet others who feel the same way and transform that 
anger and frustration into something productive and meaningful. 
Sweet dance moves and bând t-shirta won't change anything . 


You hear bands talking about unity but aparently for some it 
doesn’t reach outside of the concert room. Sing-a-longs are fun, but 
you’re missing the whole point if you stop caring about those people 
when the show is over. It’s hard to think that things can change 
seeing that even inside the hardcore scene there is a hig rift between 
the different subgenres. When people who stand for the same things are 
teeing divided by music tastes and fashion choices, one starts to wonder 
if hardcore punk is really a threat. 

There is also a lot of prejudice 
and fighting over stupid shit. 
Some bands are easily slammed 
with the ’tough guy’ latei and 
dissmised just because the way 
they sound. On many occasions 
those bands are the ones taking a 
stand against racism or sexism, 
but some people can’t look beyond 
outdated stereotypes. There are of 
course those who choose the 
’political’ way because it is 
something expected of them and not because they really care, but 
that’s adifferent story. 

As hardcore gets more mainstream it’s starting to lose it’s radical 
side. A scene that should embrace diversity is becoming a very 
conservative one. A lot of bands choose to forget their roots. It’s 
funny and somehow sad to see people involved in bands say that 
hardcore started with Madball. Don’t get me wrong, I’m not saying 
there’s anything wrong with more kids attending shows and getting 
into the music. The problem starts when you choose to make compromises 
to get more fans. There’s something wrong in just refer ring to the 
people who listen to this as ..fans". It goes against the ..for the kids, 
by the kids" attitude hardcore started with. 

But despite of all the downsides this still has so much 
potential.There still are people involved who believe in what their 
saying and believe in the power of this scene to change things for the 
better. It’s up to all of us to make this energy count, to take it 
outside of the concert room and into our everyday life.

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ANIMAL WELFARE 


Animal Rights = the idea that the most basic interests of non-human 
animals should be afforded the same consideration as the similar interests of 
human beings. Advocates approach the issue from different philosophical 
positions, but agree that animals should be viewed as non-human persons and 
members of the moral community, and should not be used as food, clothing, 
research subjects, or entertainment. 

Animal Welfare = the position that it is morally acceptable for humans to 
use non-human animals, provided that adverse effects on animal welfare are 
minimized as far as possible, short of not using the animals at aii. 



When it comes to animals there’s a big difference between 
what people say and what they actually mean. So many times 
I hear them saying how much they Iove animals and how 
they would never do anything to hurt them, but at the same 
time they’re taking part, knowingly or not, to their 
oppression. There is no discussion that the way animals are 
treated in our society needs to change. The question this 
article wants to raise is how much are you actually willing to 
sacrifice to make it so.

As more and more people get aware of where their food and 
dothes come from, the pressure increases on the producers 
to improve the conditions in which the animals are kept. 
More regulations are past every year. Battery cages will be 
banned in Europe from 2012, a real progression seeing how 
about 60% of the world’s eggs are produced by chickens 
living in battery houses. Bullfighting will be banned in 
Barcelona, also in the year 2012. But one has to ask how much 
of an impact these measures actually have. Although 
changes like this are welcome they are just a small (really 
small) part of the problem. Chickens will continue to be 
stuffed with antibiotics and despite the free-range myth 
their freedom will be limited. Bulls will no longer get killed 
in the arenas but they will meet the same fate in abattoirs 
across Catalonia. In some way aii these changes are nothing 
but mere publicity stunts.aimed to calm down a few fired up 
spirits. 
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A better lifestyle doesn’t justify that eventual ly they all meet 
the same fate. A “humane” killing method still has the same 
result. The so called good living conditions are still not their 
natural way of life and being raised in captivity is not an 
excuse to have your way with a living creature. 

Animal rights eventually means animal liberation. The right 
for animals to live their own natural life, without human 
intervention. It may sound as a radical concept but in reality 
it is not. It’s been proven day after day that humans don’t 
need animal products in their life, that is possible not to take 
part in the slaughter. It may seem like a huge sacrifice, but 
it’s not if you consider the repercussions and the difference 
it would make on the animal’s existence. Nobody should 
have to ask for their right to live their own life, human or 
non-human. In this case animal welfare is just not enough. 
Supporting it might make you feel better about yourself, but 
doesn’t change the big picture. 

Don’t get me wrong, we should keep fighting, for every small 
change makes a difference, but make dear what the final 
goai is. In our case that is total animal liberation.

Domestication is the process that civilization uses to indoctrinate and 
control life according to its logic. 2000 years ago the majority of the 
world’s population was hunter-gatherer- now it' s about 0.01%. Most of the 
shifts from nomadic foraging to “domestication” were not made autonomous- 
ly- they were made by the blade of the sword or the barrel of the gun. 
This kind of domestication demands a totalitarian relationship, not only 
on a human to human basis, but also to the land, plants and animals that 
are being domesticated. Probably this is when the notion of ownership 
emerged. Domestication not only changes the ecology from a free to a to¬ 
talitarian order, but it enslaves the species that are domesticated. Gen- 
erally the more an environment is controlled, the less sustainable it be- 
comes. Take as a contemporary example, the slash and burn style exploita- 
tion of tropical forests, that are replaced by palm oii trees. An area 
that once could sustain the needs of not only the local human population, 
but countless other species, after this process it only caters to the 
“needs” of a Corporation, and the local population, either has to move 
somewhere else or totally change its lifestyle and now rely on “imported” 

goods . 

Is it a “no turning back” situation? Is our species, and planet doomed 
to a bleak future? Or can we change anything? Maybe we can learn something 
from the “uncivilized barbarians” that live the same way they did thou- 
sands of years ago and are perfectly happy. M.

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In the last number I wrote about how capitalists figured out that they 
can make money from the environment. There are a lot of “environmental 
groups” campaigning for [insert issue here] and, sadly, nothing changes. 
In my opinion, so far the groups that had a real impact are the direct 
action ones, like Earth First, E.L.F., Sea Shepherd etc. . . What's the 
point of passing environmental laws, when corporations can, and will get 
away with almost everything? Of course, we gotta give credit to the 
“mainstream” environmental campaigns from the past for some successes, 
for example for the establishment of natural protected areas, like na¬ 
ţional parks, reservations etc., since in the highly developed countries, 
only in areas like this you can find “unspoiled” nature. However, even 
these areas are affected by human activities, like tourism. For example 
in the U.S., Yosemite National Park has millions of visitors each year- 
BIG IMPACT. And they are building more roads, more tunnels, so more can 
come each year. Why? - Money! In the end it all comes to that. Our western 
culture has reached that point where everything has to be quantified in 
terms of capital. But when did it all begin? It's been argued that when 
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This September I was delighted to find out, that a 
group of activists residing in Chisinau opened a 
squat called Centro 73. The "official" opening 
party was held on 25'th of September, and 
received quite a bit of media coverage by some 
local TV stations, news websites etc. I wanted to 
learn more about this project, so I decided to ask 
some of the people directly involved in the 

opening of this place. 

1. Teii us a few words about the project. How did it all start? How/why did you get involved?

Christina: I wasn't there yet when it all started. 
I came to Chisinau a couple of weeks after the 
place was taken over and given new life already. 
I heard about it on my 2nd day and knew that 
that's the place where I really needed to go as 
soon as possible. So I did. And I took my 
Moldovan friend, who had heard about it but 
hadn't been there, right along. That was Friday. 
And Saturday was a party there. And Sunday 
they made food... and Monday I already started 
to participate in the weekly meetings and 
participating in organizing stuff. 


Roşa: It's hard to only say a few words about 
the project. I guess it started with three guys 
getting interested in squatting, looking for 
buildings and finding this one. This was when 
I got in, I'm a volunteer from Germany and 
after my first week in Moldova I heard a 
rumour about a squat. From that moment I 
was searching for it desperately and I got to 
know Anatolie (who had already heard about 
my interest in the project) who offered me to 
take me there. So I went and I loved it. Soon 
after we had a big clean up and due to the 
insecurity about whether the building would 
stay or not we decided to quickly have a 
public opening. And this is where the whole 
socio-cultural centre thing started. We 
started to have regular meetings, organize 
events, etc. I got involved and was (and am) 
so .interested in this, because this is what I 
believe in and what I like doing, because I 
think there can't be enough free spaces in a 
City to help people develop their minds and 
thoughts independently from the usual 
every-day influences, from commercialism 
from prejudices from discrimination. 

2. Did anyone have any squatting experience before this? Did you encounter any difficulties, 
taking into account that this is the first squat in Moldova? 

Roşa: Back in Germany I worked with a group that tried to establish a socio-cultural center im 
the City I lived in. We tried to squat a building last summer, unfortunately we didn't succeed 
because the law-situation in Germany on this is much stricter. (Especially my city is full of cops 
and people scared of evil squatters.) Since then we have been organizing events in public space 
and trying to reclaim our City and show the people that we need space. Apart from this I have 
been in several squats in Germany, houses and a squatted trailer-park, took part in a free-space 
congress in a squat and visited meetings in a squatted university. 

Centro 73 being the first squat in Moldova brought advantages and disadvantages. The big 
advantage is that the people have no prejudices about squats, you can form the image of a 
squat, not having to deal with any image somebody set up in the past. At the same time the.. 
main difficulty is that the people are not familiar with the philosophy behind a squat. People are 
not used to integrative culture that is not only supposed to be consumed, but where everybody 
works with and for everybody. Therefore it is difficult to involve especially locals into the work 
that has to be done, the meetings and the organisation, because many seem to take it like just 
another bar. 

Christina: The group is really diverse. Some of us have squatting experience - either having 
visited squats or events organized in such, or having lived there. Others got to know the idea 
of squatting just when starting this squat in Chisinau. Personally I just came from living in 
Vienna where the Europe-wide university protest against the (sick and rotten) implementations 
of the Bologna Systems where kicked of and where we squatted the main auditorium of the 
B Bjl University of Vienna for more than 3 months... 
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was quite a bit of media coverage.. How did the authorities react? Did you have any 
lems with them so far? How about the general public, neighbours ? 

Roşa: The only person that seems to have a big problem with us 
is the owner of the building. I think this media attention scares 
him because it will make it more difficult for him to get a 
permission to destroy the building. Besides that we only had 
some neighbour-problems as we were too loud at night and they 
called the police. Nothing dramatic ever happened though. 
Christina: The media echo was nice - and a good way to get the 
news to the people. As far as I understood there isn' t any law in 
Moldova that illegalizes squatting, so we didn't have trouble with 
the authorities. 

4.How would you compare squatting in Moldova to Western 
Europe? Some essential differences/ similarities. 

Roşa: The big difference is, as I said, that it is a totally new idea 
for many people. This means there is no consensus-philosophy 
behind the squat, that all visitors share. In squats in Western 
Europe that I have visited some ideas, rules or whatever you 
want to caii them, are taken for granted by most of the people. 
For example discrimination (racism, fascism, sexism, 
homophobia, ...) being not tolerated, hierarchies being avoided, a concept of self-governing and 
autonomy being practiced and so on. Here all kinds of different people with different 
backgrounds visit the squat and there are no "rules" that everybody agrees on. This creates a 
different atmosphere, a different mix of people. Also the place is less "political" than most squats 
I know about, the people don't share some kind of main ideology or activism, the main goal for 
most is culture and art. A similarity is the DIY concept, the self-made floor, bar, painted walls, ... 
And of course the fact that it's a great place. 

Christina: Squatting in Austria or Germany is illegal. I can only refer to my experience in Vienna 
(other squatted houses, not the University) where there is the constant potenţial of being kicked 
out by the police - which is pretty much always means fines. Which sucks. So for me squatting 
in Moldova is much more relaxed. 


6.Radical leftist/ anti-authoritarian/ autonomist politics, as I see it, are central to the squatting 
community elsewhere. Is this also the case in Chisinau? What is your view on this matter? 


Roşa: No. As I said before, one of the main difference to other squats is that centro73 is less 
"political". This is on one hand probably caused by the lack of experience with squatting, but also 
by the lack of other subculture, of any kind of "scene" in Chisinau. (At least I haven't found this 
scene in the past 3 months) And for people that have an idea about activism in their mind, it is 
very difficult to develop it without any place where you can find information, influences, other 
people to talk with, where you are independent from all that shit you could be opposing, ... I hope 
the squat helps some people to develop their minds and opinions more freely, to lose prejudices, 
get new impulses and develop some form of activism. I don't know if it will turn into a radical 
place ever, but I don't think it has to. It should turn into whatever the people need. Most 
important to me is that people care about it and care about each other. Already staying in a 
squatted building is a political statement in my opinion, even if it's a cultural place, because you 
show that there is the need of an noncommercial "free" and different place - and you provide 
this place. This is enough for the beginning. 

Christina: You can feel this spirit here as well... I wouldn't put myself in any of this "drawers". I 
think people have the right to reject harmful social norms. And I believe people are able to 
organize and govern themselves. If the life we lead isn't normal... well, to me my life is fine .

FREESHOP 


Due to the unexpected sucqess of our first school supplies freeshop from 
September 2010, we manâţjed to puii ţogether another one, whieh was 
concentrated on clothes, electronics, games, jewelry and any other objects 
that people were willing to give away or change to others.

Not 
only the goal of the concept was fully achieved but it was a very good 
occasion to meet new people sharing and embradng this idea. Thus, the 
idea and concept of a freeshop was nicely spread among lets say people that 
were not that involved in such projects before.

Like at the school supplies freeshop a 
lot of people that came in could not 
believe that all the things there were 
actually free and they could take 
whatever they needed. The surprise in 
their eyes that eventually turned to 
happiness and thankfulness was a 
clear example of the fact that they &re 
not happy with the system that wştfive 
in, a system that for some^pdople 
makes it hard to survive in normal and 
human conditions. ; 

People should not fear for their heath and well being , on the platform of money. 
People should not fear that they don't have enough money to purses the things they 
need to survive. 

Money should not be a condition of living a good life or not, but unfortunately this 
is what our system reduces our life to. 

Through more and more actions of this kind we will be able to restore to the people 
some of the writes that our system has taken away from us.

The penguins are basically made of 
black olives, carrots and tofu cream. 
So...you will need: big black olives, 
small/medium black olives, carrots, 
one pack firm tofu, garlic, onion, 
vegan mayo, salt, pepper. 


Regarding to the vegan mayo you can buy it from the store, but we prefer things DIY, 
therefore, I make my own garlic vegan mayo and I don't add anymore garlic 
afterwards. So, here's how you do it. 


Garticvegai Baţi 

You need: 

- 3-4 garlic cloves 

- Salt - somewhere around Va of 
a tablespoon 

- Oii (I use sunflower oii) 

- 1 tbs mustard 


How to: 

First, you have to chop the garlic 
really really fine. I prefer to use a 
garlic press. It does an awesome 
job. Put it in a bowl and add the salt. 
It's better to use a mixer. Mix the 
salt and the garlic well, you will see 
that it will become a white paste. 
Add the mustard and mix it well. You 
can start adding the oii - drop by 
drop - mixing it carefully all the 
time. It's exactly like making normal 
mayo. In the end, you should have 
about 2 spoons of garlic mayo.
